There Is a consensus 
of opinion that the streets of Paris are 
becoming more and more unsafe. A bolder 
sort of criminal Is operating now.

IN THE BRITISH ARMY 


Gaps in Ranks Hard to Fill; 
Derelicts and Ex- Convicts Taken In

LONDON, April 20.— Official govern- 


ment reports show that tlie number of 
desertions from the British army last 
year reached the surprising height of 
1600, or nearly 400 more than the pre- 
vious year. 
Though very little is ever 


said about it in the press, it Is generally 
known that the 'recruiting 'authorities 
find it more difficult to find the necessa- 
ry number of suitable voung men for the 
army, and that to fill the gaps in the 
ranks, all sorts of human derelicts and 
even ex-convicts, are taken with the re- 
sult that the army Is not thought by all 
to be altogether reliable, at least not for 
strike work. 


The fact that the army is known to 


contain a great number of social out- 
casts explains why the British military 
•authorities are exceedingly afraid of tie 
attempts of the syndicalists to influence 
the army. 
The^se attempts are far mofe 


numerous than the public knows, and 
while they have been rather unsucesgful 
In the navy, army officials are well aware 
that in nearly every regiment there are, 
quite a number of privates tvho are not 


i to be entirely trusted. 
This number is 


^increasing very rapidly, a fact which is 
i a source of great worry to the military 
authorities.

England's Navy in Search of 


Proper Make of 


Hydroplane. 


(By PHTJDTjTP EVERETT.)

LONDON, April 20.—While the an- 
nouncement recently made in Parlia- 
ment by Winston Ohm-chill in regard 
to the naval policy of the present 
government has 
been 
hailed with 
cheers by all the jlng-oea of the coun- 
try and while many liberal statesmen 
realize that the policy of Churchill 
may be the only one possible under 
present circumstances, it is no source 
of joy to the real friends of peace 
and progress. 


The British shipbuilding program. 
is arranged with regard to the com- 
pleted action of the German fleet law, 
rather than to the precise number of 
ships turned out from year to year. 
Hitherto the general rule has been 
to construct dreadnoughts on the 
basis of about three British ships, to 
two German ships, having regard to 
the final balance of power in this 
now dominating category of war ves- 
sels. This has, of course, meant a 
total advantage of more than two to 
one, considering- England's vast su- 
periority in the pre-dreadnought bat- 
tleships. 
The question is now: Has this 
standard been raised by Churchill? 
The program means in its normal 
working that if four dreadnoughts are 
constructed this year three will be 
begun next year and four in_ 1914.

interest in cuirent problems," said a 
representative of Charles Sorlbner's Sons. 
"Certainly, for us, and I believe for near- 
ly all the other publishers, too, this spring 
is remaa-kable foi its unusual number of 
books on topics of current interest. 
We 
have never had BO much sociology on our 
lists." 
"There is a breaking away from tra- 
dition, from conservatism, an awakening 
of democracy, that cannot but be felt in 
all our literature," explained B W Hue- 
busch. 
"If you look back you can see 
the logical sequence of events from the 
French revelation to the present day. 
4nd, of tourae that Is In our books. 
The spirit of spclal unrest, of social in- 
quiry and social reform, is abroad in the 
land. 
The Increase in the cost of liv- 


•ng- is responsible for some of this; peo- 
ple . are asking "why?' 
"Then, too, we are waklnff up. here in 
America, to tbe realization that, there 
Is in Europe a great literature for us to 
read. 
This year, more than ever be- 
fore, we arc paying attention to the, 
books that come from the other side. 
There was a time not so very long ago, 
•when we had no translations except a 
few from France and Germany. Xow we 
are beginning to see the significance 
of the Scandinavian literature, we are 
getting more books from Russia, more 
from all over Europe 
Last year of the 
best books published, three-fourths were 
from the other side. This spring we have 
more translations and English books than 


"Take Hauptmann. for instance. 
The 
American people don't know Hauptmann. 
But thev will 
I believe that when he 
comes into his own hia place will be 
as secure as Ibsen's. Ho is more of a 
seer than Ibsen. Ibsen dealt far mor with 
concrete conditions, -with the objective, 
than does Hiuptmann. - 
"America, in. things Uterry. is grow-

"In the -first place, we 
are becoming less provincial 
We are 
taking an interest In world affairs. Now 
tfiat we are taking part in the events 
of the' Far East, we are anxious to read 
more books about Eastern questions. Mor- 
gan Shuster's book, for example, reflects 
this interest.

"Then, too, we are growing up and 
becoming less sentimental. 
Our litera- 
ture, In consequence. Is 1"S3 inclined to 
sentimentality. We have less of the fairy 
story type of book. 
"America is Influenced by the litera- 
ture of England. 
And the literature of 
England is very popular here 
Wells, for 
example, has a bigger audience In Ameri- 
ca than in his own country. 
"There are' not'so" many light =ovels 
being published here this spring as for 
years. On the other hand, -we have more 
memoirs, .more of the human document 
type of literature that makes material for 
future historians, and* much more se- 
rious, consideration of modern problems— 
labor, government, socialism, the day's 
unrest. We are very serious just now. 
Arid'we are having a real dearth of good 
fiction." 
An interesting corollary to the state- 
ment of our Interest In'books and authors 
from overseas is found In a study of Pul- 
nam spring fiction. 
Tho list contains 
eleven-novels; only one Is written bv an 
American. 
Of the six novels recently 
published by Huebsch Just half were "na- 
tive" fiction. 
-Along with the greater number of books 
about the Far East there are appearing 
this spring more books than usual about 
South America. 
"South America," said 
a representative of Putnam, "has suc-

•to the scene by the noise of battle, and 
every available officer was rushed to 
iChinatown. 
Louis Gow was shot in the back as

ing and fell to the street dead. 
* A bullet went through. Louis Kong 
ijust under his heart and another 
"through the upper left arm. He died 
at the Emergency Hospital, where he 
•and four others were taken in the 
patrol wagon. It was fully 30 minutes 
lefore all the-'Wounded were located, 
the police are of the opinion that 
. ^ e are others nursing wounds in 
places of hiding.

Following the dispatch of this mes- 
sage a high official of the State De- 
partment stated that if Orozco did not 
comply immediately that the prisoners 
ought to be released by force 
, REFUSED TO COMPLY. 


It la quite evident from the informa- 
tion forwarded by Consul Letcher, who 
specifically states that "the imprison-' 
ment is without excuse " that befoie 
appealing to Washington he demanded 
the release of the two men and that 
Orozco refused to comply.

POLITICAL STRENGTH 


AN FRANCISCO, April 20.—

Some time ago I wrote you a 
paragraph about the differ- 
ent ways they have of regib- 
tering voters in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. In the 
former enterprising city they 
take the register to the vot- 
ers—particularly the women. 
In San Francisco they force 
the voters—women and all— 
to go to a dingy cellar office 


in a half-ruined building on a back street, there to 
stand in line and fuss their way through the best 
way they know how. 


Now see how this has worked out—particularly 


with the women. The Los Angeles great register 
shows a total registration of 172,465. The San 
Francisco great register shows only 137,021. 


Now in Los Angeles 77,790 women are registered 


and 94,675 men. In San Francisco approximately 
the registered men number 110,000—the women 
only 27,000, or a few more. 


Of course when it comes to making up politicaS 


apportionments this is going to count very much in 
favor of Los Angeles—and all because it was made 
easy for the women to register, while San Fran- 
cisco made registration as hard as possible. 


In Los Angeles if a woman went shopping there 


was i. registry clerk in each bjg store. She could 
register in the office of any newspaper. "In the fac-^ 
tories the registry clerks awaited for the women; 
employes to hold up their hands. At card parties 
and balls and house functions registry clerks were 
on hand to make registration easy for milady. 


And now we see the difference in the two meth- 


ods, with Los Angeles in a position to out-vote San 
Francisco as never before, and get all the political 
benefits of having the big vote. Reform in our reg- 
istration methods is imperative. 
An Anarchist at the Mayor's House 


Mayor James Rolph Jr. has been receiving threat- 


ening letters from anarchists or cranks in which he 
has been told that his home would be blown' to 
smithereens and he could take the consequences. A£ 
first no attention was paid to the anonymous com- 
munications; but they began to get so specific that 
it was deemed the better part of discretion to guard 
against any untoward contingency.

municipal regulation.

In a general" way, San Francisco never undertakes

Their regulation is abso- 
lutely necessary, but the proposed ordinance is con- 
fiscatory. Unless appeal was made to the Federal 
Court to protect the property engaged, all the regular 
companies would have to retire from business.

panics survived at all,'Would be a cut in wages. 
, It would seem that' the solution presented by the 
labor side, the hotel people and the taxicab com- 
panies would be a reference to Mayor Rolph, who 
seems to have become, by temperament as well as 
position, the arbitrator of all difficulties.

The Western Metropolis National Bank, the capital 


of which is largely owned in Alamcda county, and 
which bank a few weeks ago absorbed the City and 
County Bank, has, this week, merged with the Mer- 
chants National Bank.

"merger," but inside financial circles say that it is a 
purchase by the Western Metropolis. 


This bank is called the "live wire" of San Francisco 


finance because, among the middle imancial institu- 
tions, it has been, by far, the most active. 


In the new arrangement it is reported that the pur- 


chasing bank will adopt the name of the purchased— 
"Merchants"—because it is shorter and better adapted 
to business. 


This last combination eliminates all but two of the 


smaller banks of the city. How long these will re- 
main is a matter of guess. 


Events since the "fire" have demonstrated that a 


bank, to perform its proper financial functions, must 
be abundantly capitalized. 


The little banks have merely existed. They have

Colonel Roosevelt's candidacy is regrettable for the reason 


jthat it threatens to place this country in a situation in regard to 
<trust control that it has been making strenuous efforts to escape 
from during the past four years. It is a question how to place 
Crusts and all the great capitalistic organizations under obedience 
to law and to regulate their business in such a way that it may 
'be conducted with safety to the public and along legitimate lines, 
,.But Colonel Roosevelt threatens to disturb this evolutionary pro- 
'cess. He wants to sweep out of existence the Sherman law and 
jall the prosecutions instituted under that act. What he proposes 
•'•to do in the way of regulation is so nebulous that no person can 
'tell what he really means to do. Granted that he is actuated by 
'febod intentions, it is still not possible to estimate propositions 
"t£o vague as those he advances. 
" 
It is a disquieting fact that the large trust corporations are 


"backing Colonel Roosevelt's candidacy. That was made manifest 
|in the Illinois and Pennsylvania primaries. The activity of the 
] Steel Trust was particularly manifest in the Indiana election. In 
^Illinois the Illinois Steel Company, which is a branch of the Steel 
•/Trust, the Harvester Trust and the Stock Yards all united in be- 
,

A DM Jhat Should Be Paid. 


In 1906 the Imperial valley, now the seat of a large and pros- 


perous population, was threatened with utter ruin. The Colorado 
river had broken its banks and was threatening to inundate the 
whole valley and the homes of more than 10,000 settlers. Un- 
less the break could be repaired and the stream speedily returned' 
torts channel the entire valley would have been completely and 
permanently destroyed. Likewise the Laguna irrigation project, 
for which the government was then constructing a dam across 
the Colorado twelve miles above Yuma, would be ruined and the 
government put to a loss of over a million dollars already invested. 


In their extremity the settlers. appealed to Governor Par- 


dee and President Roosevelt for help. Governor Pardee had 
neither the power nor the money to give the needed aid, and he, 
too, appealed to the President. Congress was not in session and 
President Roosevelt had no money to expend in closing the break. 
The peril was imminent. Delay was fatal. Unless the danger 
could be averted at 'once millions of property would be lost and 
thousands of settlers rendered homeless. 


The Southern Pacific alone had the means and facilities for 


closing the break. President Roosevelt appealed to E. H. Harri- 
man, promising that he would urge Congress to appropriate the 
money to reimburse him for the outlay. Harriman gave the 
order to close the break at alKcosts, and to spare no expense in 
doing it without delay. That is how the Colorado was turned 
back into its channel and Imperial val'sy saVed. 
' The Southern Pacific presented a bill for $1,836,867. This 
was scaled down $552,693.03 bj' the government engineers, and 
President Roosevelt recommended that Congress appropriate the 
money to pay the bill less the deduction. No appropriation was 
made then or since. Congress allowed the bill to die upon the 
files, and the debt of honor President Roosevelt incurred (and 
rightly) on behalf of the nation is still unpaid. Not long ago a 
Los Angeles newspaper gave President Roosevelt the credit for 
closing the break in the Colorado's banks and saving the Imperial 
valley. Roosevelt deserves nothing but praise for what he did in 
the matter, but E. H. Harriman was the man who saved the Im- 
perial valley. Until the Southern Pacific is reimbursed for its 
outlay no man should claim credit for its work. 


Hon. S. C.1 Smith, who represents the district in which Im- 


perial valley is located, has introduced a bill in Congress embody- 
ing the recommendations made by President Roosevelt for repay- 
ing the Southern Pacific^ It ought to pass without objection. It 
is a just claim for money expended at the instance of the Presi- 
dent of the United States for the public benefit. Congress has 
twice shirked its duty in this matter, and it should not continue 
the policy of cowardly evasion any longer. The railroad company 
h«q wnitpfj for six ypnrs for rpimburspmpnt, and th*>rp i<* no Ipcnti- 
mate excuse for deferring payment beyond the present session. 
The bill should be passed before Congress adjourns.

The biggest hitting tn baseball has been 


done by the biggest-men 
To put It dif- 


ferently and perhaps a bit more lucidly, 
big men have flgnred nuch more pro- 
nouncedly In hard hitting than little men. 
There have been little men who were -as 
good batters Individually as any of the 
big ones, but there haven't been nearly 
as many of them. 


It does not necessarily follow that big 


men are naturally -better with the cudgol

knack and keenness of eye are not regu- 
lated by avoirdupois. The fact Is that 
big to medium sized men greatly outnum- 
ber little men In baseball, and probably 
therein Is to be found 'he chief reason 
of big men Baying contnouted more good 
hitters It's principally a Question of num- 
bers. 


It Isn't In the yearly records that this 


condition makes Itself manifest, but In 
the record showing big league players 
who have batted 300 or better fJr rive 
years or more from 1876 to 1911, Inclusive. 
To get In this list, which numbers sev- 
enty-one, is pretty good proof of sustained 
ability to hit the ball 
A good test, one 


requiring a man to bat .300 for five years, 
one requiring more than passing ability, 
a real test of durability and one which 
many really strong batters have failed 
to survive 


Tn considering th$ batters In the list 
referred to thev are divided into big, me- 
dium and small size, but It isn't always 
easy to tell In which, one of the three a 
man should be placed. It is easy enough, 
though, to classify the little men: 


The peewees stand out clearly enough, 
little giants of the ash, but in, several in- 
stances It Is hard to distinguish between 
big and medium. The two classes some- 
times overlap, yet this but calls more at- 
tention to the fact thai size has gone 
hand in hand with heavy stick work more 
than the lack of it.

NEW YORK, April 20,—A large colony 


q£ fingllsh sparro*vs which Inhabits two 
elm trees on the west side of Broadway, 
near Manhattan street, has become such 
a nuisance that Park Commissioner Stover 
sold ho would haie the birds shot 


Commissioner Stover said that he had 


sought Information from Dr Lucas, di- 
rector at the Museum of Natural History, 
as to the beat and safest way to exter- 
minate them. 
Dr Lucas referred the 


matter to the Department of Agriculture, 
Informed Commissioner Stover that he 
was up acalnst a hard lob and sym- 
pathized with him. 


The Department of Agriculture advised 


several Jways of killing off tha birds 
One 


of them is by using No 10 shot In a shot- 
run and another by using strychnia sul- 
phate in feed. 
"I think shooting Is the best way to 


get lid of the pests," said Commissioner 
Stover. "The federal authorities, how- 
e 'er, say the birds If poisoned would not 
cause the death of dogs or cats which 
;r.!ght eat thorn 
I think the surest and 


Pieasantest way Is shooting, and shooting 
it shall be as soon as I can get the park 
sharpshooter on the Job."

Q — Do you think turkeys could be raised on a town lot, and if so what kind would you recom- 


mend? 


A — Last year one of our neighbors raised almost 100 turkeys from one old trio, and what was 


more remarkable, she had never had any experience with any kind of poultry. The lot was about 
120 feet deep and the lone man who had lived there had kept chickens, ducks, geese and these three 
Aprkeys on the ground for several years and he had never planted anything to purify the ground, 
*ljnsequently he lost a great many of his chickens. But when the lady ^appeared on the scene she 
very quickly cleaned up things and set the turkeys to paying their board. Her yard was not wired 
over the top, so every night the turkeys had to be taken from the trees', where they like to roost, 
and put to bed in their proper places. 


Out on San Pablo avenue there is another town-letter who raises turkeys, but they have the 


use of several adjoining vacant lots. The most convenient plan when raising turkeys is to wire 
over their runs so they will not fly out and wander away. An open shed is beot for them to roost 
in and the higher their roosts are placed the better they will like it. Turkeys are the hardest to 
raise of any of the feathered tribe and a great many of them die before the knack of caring for 
them is acquired. 
In a book on "Turkeys" published by the Reliable Poultry Journal, an eastern lady who raises 


a large number of turkeys in limited quarters gives her method of feeding and caring for the 
poults — young turkeys. The brood, with the mother, is kept in a clean coop with straw' on the 
floor for two days when the hen is staked out by tying a soft cord to her leg just above the foot 
and the other end of the cord to a stake driven in the ground. Have the .cord long enough to 
reach the coop, but not long 'enough to reach around it and place the stake out of the way of trees 
or posts or the hen will tie herself up by wrapping the cord around them. After the poults are 
twenty-four hours old they are fed for two days on bread soaked in new milk nud squeezed very 
dry with a little black pepper sprinkled over it. Afterward they are fed entirely on corn bread 
soaked in raw egg and sweet milk until they are a few weeks old when they can eat any small 
grain. They should also be supplied with grit and oyster shell. It has been said that one louse will 
kill a young poult, so care should be taken that both mother and young stock are kept ' perfectly 
free from lice. Buhach powder which can be bought at your druggist, is the best powder to prevent 
vermin. The White Holland is a good variety.
